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Claims 18, 20 and 21 relate to a semiconductor substrate comprising 
a ZnO substrate and atom steps formed thereon, and to a method for 
manufacturing the same. 

Claims 5 and 16 relate to a nitride semiconductor element comprising 
a ZnO substrate and InGaN being so oriented as for the c axis thereof 
to be approximately perpendicular to the substrate, and to a method 
for manufacturing the same. 
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
